Tony handled nine 
games, including the final 
game of the tourney — a 
play off between Saudi 
Arabia and Qatar. 

All matches were play- 
ed on synthetic astroturf 
and the Saudi’s emerged 
victorious. 


TONY BOSKOVIC 


Tony, was very im- 
pressed with the facilities 
made available for the 
tournament. 

“The Arabs spared no 
expense to make sure 
their national team and 
the visiting teams got the 
very best,” he said. The 
Saudis spent $US 40 mill- 
ion to stage the tourna- 
ment providing world 
class hotels for the play- 
ers, officials and 
pressmen. 

“The Federation made 
available 140 fully aircon- 
ditioned Caddilacs and 
Pontiac cars to the visitors 
for their own personal use 
during the tournament. 

“Food was excellent 
but their was no alcohol 
available. Imitation al- 
cohol in the form of Ger- 
man and Swedish beer 
was made available. 

“The Arabic ex- 
travaganza was not just 
limited to the tournament 
alone. Some $US 50 mill- 
ion was spent on the pre- 
paration of the national 
team, including sending 
them to Brazil for a train- 
ing camp for 90 days. 
They attended another 
training camp in Singa- 
pore for 20 days. 

“Near the main Soccer 
ground, the Arabs have a 


complex, called “Sports , 


City” which incorporates 


a swimming stadium with 
covered seating for 5,000 
spectators. The floor of 
the swimming pool is also 
collapsable for various de- 
pths, and the whole com- 
plex is heated as well as 
fully air conditioned, 

“The tournament was 
played in very good spirit, 
with only one player be- 
ing sent off, and only 
eight cautions in 10 
games.” 

A leading FIFA Soccer 
official in Zurich made 
the statement that Tony 
Boskovic gaveworld class 
performances in matches 
he controlled, 

I contacted Boskovic 
this week to convey com- 
ments from the FIFA offi- 
cial about his perform- 
ances, 

He replied: “I am very 
pleased to hear that, as T 
try very hard overseas 
when I'm representing 
Australia. It is a great 
honour for me to repre- 
sent Australia. “In fact, 
after the tournament I 
was invited to referee the 
“Ovaltine Cup Final” bet- 
ween Singapore and 
Malaysia. 

“The game ended up at 
1 - allafter extra-time, 
thus the two countries be- 
came joint Cup winners 
for 1981.

And for some 
ridiculous reason a transfer fee of $4,000 was put on 
him. 

Last November, my son got married and like 
many other young couples struggling financially, he 
cannot afford a car. 

Before he married, he was using my car for 
training and games. 8 

So he appealed to the N.S.W. Soccer Federation 
and gal wise decision the transfer fee was reduced 
to $2,500. 

My son was seven years old when he started with 
Blacktown United and they were willing to pay the 
$2,500 with a few donations from members; the

What do you think is needed to be 
a successful footballer? 

You find it hard to say. So let us 
look at what is required. 


The answer is to be found to examining what 
successful national teams and their players can 
accomplish. 


Look at the teams that win the World Cup, the 
European Cups, or the English or West German 
championships, i 

In Yugoslavia we examined what the Yugoslav, 
Argentine, and Italian national teams did in their 
World Cup and European Cup matches. 

120 students at the Institute of Sport and leading 
coaches examined the movements in these games from 
TV cassettes. 

We found that a match involving the Argentine 
averaged 715 technical or tactical pieces. For Yugos- 
lavia it was 585, 

Each game itself contained from 62-63 minutes of 
movement down to 56-58 minutes, 

So we have an average of 60 minutes of action per 
game. Say that each team has 30 minutes of the 60, 
which gives each team 1,800 seconds with the ball. 

Taking the 700 approximate pieces in a game it will 
be seen that a team has to deal with these situations in 
1800 seconds, which is less than 3.5 seconds per tactical 
piece, 


So to produce a successful footballer you have to 
have a man who can deal with his share of the 700 
movements effectively in less than 3.5 seconds each! 

That is the type of top footballer you are aiming to 
develop.
